Amendment Entry 

1 . The amendment filed May 8, 2008 has been entered. Claim 1 has been 

amended. Claims 2-3, 9 and 16 are cancelled. Claims 4-8 and 10-15 are withdrawn 
from consideration. Claim 1 is consideration in this office action. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

2. The following rejections have been withdrawn in view of applicants' amendments 
and arguments: 

a) The new matter rejection of claim 9 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph; 

b) The written description rejection of claims 1 , 3 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph; and 

c) The rejection of claim 9 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph.

The closet prior art is Morjana et al., (W097/19955) who 
teach Troponin I, the resulting recombinant major polypeptide having 153 amino acids. 
However Morjana et al., do not teach or suggest an isolated polypeptide consisting of 
SEQ ID NO:2.
